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ANNUAL  FLOWERS

The  love  of  flowers  and  the  desire  to  grow  them  is  increasing  year  by  year, 
and  in  most  Canadian  gardens  a  place  is  found  for  annual  flowering  plants.  A 
beautiful  garden  could  be  made  of  annuals  alone  as  there  is  great  variety  among 
them  in  colour,  form,  and  height,  from  rock  plants  a  few  inches  high  with  tiny 
flowers  to  giant  sunflowers  six  feet  in  height  and  having  flowers  eight  inches  in 
diameter.  The  annuals  are  useful  in  filling  in  space  in  perennial  borders  left 
when  bulbs  and  other  early-flowering  plants  have  ceased  to  bloom.  Before 
the  more  permanent  perennial  plantings  have  attained  their  full  growth,  annual 
flowering  plants  are  most  useful  in  rounding  out  ragged  edges  and  filling  in 
vacant  spaces,  as  the  seed  sown  in  the  spring  will  flower  the  same  season.  If 
annuals  are  wanted  for  cut  flowers  in  quantities  they  may  be  grown  in  rows 
in  the  vegetable  garden. 

Since  1912,  extensive  trials  have  been  made  at  the  Dominion  Experimental 
Farm,  Ottawa,  of  a  large  number  of  varieties  and  careful  notes  taken  on  the 
length  of  the  blooming  season;  the  height  of  the  plants;  the  flower,  and  other 
such  particulars.  The  large  amount  of  information  thus  collected  forms  the 
basis  of  the  recommendations  of  this  bulletin. 

Any  good  garden  soil  will  grow  annuals  and  some  such  as  calendula  and 
nasturtium  give  more  bloom  in  poor  soil  and  are  inclined  to  grow  heavy  coarse 
leaves  with  very  few  flowers  if  the  soil  is  too  rich. 

Some  hardy  annuals  can  be  sown  outdoors  where  they  have  to  bloom.  The 
soil  should  be  in  good  condition,  well  dug  and  raked  and  made  quite  fine 
before  sowing,  which  should  be  done  when  the  soil  is  rather  dry.  The  depth 
of  planting  depends  on  the  size  of  the  seed.  Small  ones  are  sown  on  the 
surface  and  pressed  into  the  soil  with  a  flat  piece  of  wood.  For  larger  ones, 
remove  an  inch  or  two  of  soil  and  sow  thinly,  then  cover  with  the  fine  surface 
soil  and  press  down  evenly.  In  a  border,  the  seed  should  be  sown  in  an 
uneven  circle  and  stakes  placed  to  mark  the  place.  If  the  seed  is  sown  in 
rows,  a  line  should  be  used  and  a  shallow  drill  hoed  out  with  a  rake.  Sow 
the  seeds  thinly  in  this  drill,  cover,  and  press  down  the  soil.  The  distance 
between  the  rows  will  depend  on  the  kind  of  seed  sown.  When  the  seedlings 
are  a  few  inches  high,  thin  them  out  to  the  distance  apart  in  the  rows  suitable 
for  the  variety  of  plant.  Do  the  thinning  out  when  the  ground  is  moist. 
Annuals  that  are  best  treated  in  this  way  are  alyssum,  candytuft,  calendula, 
cornflower  (Centaurea  cyanus),  eschscholtTiia,  sunflower,  matthiola  bicornis, 
mignonette,  nasturtium,  poppy,  portulaca,  sweet  peas,  Virginian  stock. 

Other  hardy  annuals  should  be  sown  in  rows  and  when  the  seedlings  are 
large  enough  to  handle,  transplanted  into  other  rows  or  into  their  permanent 
place  in  the  borders.  The  following  can  be  so  treated:  asters,  coreopsis, 
lavatera  splendens,  malope,  mirabilis,  nemesia,  pansy,  petunia,  phlox  drum- 
rnondi,  rudbeckia,  scabious. 
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The  last  list,  with  all  other  annuals,  flower  earlier  if  the  seed  is  started  ir> 
the  house,  hotbed  or  greenhouse,  transplanted  when  large  enough  to  handle,  and 
gradually  hardened  off  in  a  cold  frame  before  being  planted  in  the  garden.  If 
no  cold  frame  is  available,  the  boxes  or  pots  in  which  the  seedlings  have  been 
transplanted  should  be  put  on  the  verandah  during  the  warm  part  of  the  day 
and  brought  indoors  in  the  evening,  until  they  are  able  to  withstand  the  cool 
outside  air.  Choose  a  cool  and  cloudy  day  when  the  soil  is  moist  for  trans- 
planting the  seedlings  into  the  open,  and  until  the  roots  have  become  established, 
shade  them  from  the  sun.  Young  seedlings  are  frequently  destroyed  by  cut- 
worms which  eat  through  the  stem,  just  at  the  surface  of  the  soil.  Poisoned 
bran  should  be  scattered  near  the  seedlings  when  cutworms  are  present,1 

i  Poisoned  bran  mixture  to  control  cutworms — Mix  thoroughly  £  lb.  Paris  green  with  20  lb.  bran  while 
both  are  dry.  Dissolve  1  quart  of  molasses  in  2  gallons  or  more  of  water,  then  pour  this  into  the  poisoned 
bran  and  stir  until  all  the  bran  is  moistened  thorou  hly.  In  smaller  quantities  use  1  quart  of  bran,  1  tea- 
spoonful  of  Paris  green,  and  one  tablespoonfuJ  of  molasses  with  enough  water  to  moist. n  the  poisoned  bran. 
Spread  on  the  surface  of  the  ground  near  the  plants  as  soon  as  they  are  set  out.  The  cutworms  come  o,ut 
at  night,  eat  the  poisoned  bran  and  are  killed.

BEST  SPECIES  AND  VARIETIES 

Following  is  a  list  arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  of  the  species  and  varie- 
ties of  annuals,  which  have  been  found  to  be  the  best  of  the  many  tested  at 
Ottawa. 

Acroclinium  (see  Helipterum) . 

Ageratum,  a  half-hardy  annual  of  pale  bluish-voilet  shade.  An  excellent 
dwarf  plant  for  edging  a  bed,  being  a  mass  of  flowers  from  the  first  week  in 
July  until  frost.  Imperial  Dwarf  Blue  begins  to  bloom  June  15  at  Ottawa. 
Little  Blue  Star  has  smaller  flowers  than  Imperial  Dwarf  Blue,  is  rather  more 
compact,  and  comes  into  bloom  a  few  days  earlier. 

Althaea  rosea.  The  annual  variety  of  hollyhock  resembles  the  well-known 
biennial  plant,  but  as  it  blooms  a  little  later  and  continues  until  frost,  it  could 
be  used  to  continue  the  blooming  period  of  the  bed  after  the  biennials  are  over. 
Start  the  seeds  indoors  in  April. 

Alyssum  maritimum,  Sweet  alyssum,  is  one  of  the. best  dwarf,  edging- 
plants:  seed  should  be  sown,  where  it  is  required  to  bloom,  as  soon  as  the 
ground  is  warm.  Thin  out  the  seedlings  when  large  enough  to  handle.  The 
plants  are  covered  with  small  white  flowers  from  June  until  snow.  If  they 
begin  to  get  ragged,  it  is  a  good  plan  to  clip  all  the  flowers  off  and  in  a  week 
or  so  they  will  make  a  compact  white  carpet  again. 
Varieties: 

A.  Minimum, 
Little  Dorrit. 
Lilac  Queen  has  flowers  tinged  lilac. 

Amaranthus.  This  family  of  plants  is  grown  chiefly  for  its  coloured 
foliage  which  is  large  and  handsome  and  very  effective  in  beds.  They  are  very 
sensitive  to  frost. 

A.  caudatus,     Love-lies-bleeding,     has'    handsome     reddish     drooping 
flowers  and  reddish  leaves. 

A.  hypochondriacus,  Prince's  feather,  has  dark  reddish  foliage  with 
flowers  of  the  same  shade.     Height  about  3  feet. 

A.  melancholicus  has  deep  maroon-coloured  foliage  and  grows  from 
2i  to  3h  feet  high. 

A.  salicifolius  has  deeply  cut  foliage  for  varying  shades  of  red,  about 
1  foot  high. 

A.  Sunrise  is  of  this  type. 

A.  tricolor  splendens  has  variegated  'leaves  showing  light  red,  green 
and  yellow.     Height,  2  to  3  feet. 

Anchusa,  a  bright  blue  flower,  very  like  the  perennial  varieties  but  dwarfer 
in  habit. 

Antirrhinum.  The  well-known  snapdragon  is  really  a  perennial,  but  in 
Canada  it  is  used  as  a  half-hardy  annual.  The  seed  must  be  sown  indoors  in 
March  and  the  plants  transplanted  and  gradually  hardened  off,  ready  for 
putting  in  the  beds  early  in  June.  They  begin  to  bloom  about  the  middle  of 
July  and  continue  until  the  frost  kills  them.  There  are  four  distinct  sizes: 
dwarf,  bedding,  intermediate  and  tall.  All  are  useful,  but  for  a  small  garden, 
the  intermediate  type  is  the  best.  There  is  a  great  range  of  colours  from  pure 
white,  pinks  to  dark  crimson  and  pale  yellow  and  various  shades  of  apricot 
and  flame.

Artemisia  sacrorum  viridis,  Summer  fir.  This  plant  resembles  a  small 
spruce  tree  and  is  useful  in  the  border  or  for  a  hedge.     Height,  3  to  4  feet. 

Asporula  azurea  setosa,  Blue  woodruff,  a  dainty  little  blue-grey  flower, 
which  is  very  effective  against  the  finely-cut  leaves. 

Aster  (see  Callistephus). 

Balsam   (see  Impatiens). 

Bartonia  aurea  is  a  low-growing  plant  with  large  yellow  flowers.  Our 
Ottawa  conditions  are  not  congenial,  but  it  would  be  very  effective  in  a  suitable 
position. 

Blue  Lace  Flower  (See  Didiscus). 

Brachycome  iberidifolia,  Swan  river  daisy,  is  a  charming  dwarf  plant  with 
daisy-like  flowers  in  blue  and  mauve  shades.  There  is  a  white  variety,  but  it  is 
not  so  desirable  as  the  blue  one.     Height  about  12  inches. 

Browallia  elata  is  a  compact-growing  plant  with  dark  green  glossy  leaves 
and  rich  blue  flowers.  There  is  a  white  variety.  It  makes  a  good  cut  flower  as 
the  buds  continue  to  open  in  water  and  the  foliage  is  also  very  effective.  Seed 
should  be  sown  indoors  in  April,  the  seedlings  transplanted  in  June.  It  blooms 
from  mid  July  until  frost. 

Calendula  officinalis,  Pot  marigold,  is  a  good  hardy  annual  that  can  be 
sown  where  it  is  to  bloom.  The  flowers  are  various  shades  of  yellow,  from  pale 
lemon  to  deep  orange  and  resemble  large  double  daisies.  There  are  semi-double 
varieties,  but  the  fully  double  are  the  best.  These  plants  must  not  have  too  rich 
a  soil  or  they  will  grow  large  leaves  but  few  flowers.  They  bloom  from  early 
July  until  severe  frost.  Height,  1%  to  2  feet.  It  is  now  very  commonly  grown 
by  florists  for  early  spring  bloom.

Galliopsis  (see  Coreopsis). 

Callistephus  chinensis,  the  well-known  China  aster,  is  one  of  the  most  popu- 
lar of  annual  plants,  and  when  it  is  well  grown  and  healthy,  it  is  undoubtedly  one 
of  the  best.  Unfortunately  in  some  gardens,  aster  plants  are  very  liable  to 
disease  and  either  die  outright  or  are  very  unsightly  and  do  not  develop.  Grow- 
ing the  plants  in  fresh  soil  each  year,  destroying  all  diseased  plants  and  spraying 
with  Bordeaux  mixture  are  recommended,  but  in  some  cases,  the  disease  appears 
every  year,  in  which  case  it  is  useless  to  try  and  grow  them.  There  are  two 
distinct  types  of  aster  plants,  branching  and  upright,  the  former  being  the  most 
common.  The  types  of  flowers  vary  also  and  there  is  a  great  range  of  colours. 
The  seed  can  be  sown  outdoors  as  soon  as  the  soil  is  in  condition,  but  it  is  better 
to  sow  it  indoors  in  April  and  transplant  into  a  cold  frame  and  then  into  the 
garden.  Asters  are  good  flowers  for  cutting,  but  the  water  in  the  vases  must  be 
changed  frequently  or  it  will  soon  give  off  an  unpleasant  odour.  All  seedsmen 
list  a  large  number  of  varieties  of  which  the  "  Queen  of  the  Market "  is  the 
earliest  flowering,  and  these  are  the  best  for  the  districts  where  the  season  is  very 
short.  The  finest  flowers  however,  are  from  later  blooming  types.  Comet, 
Ostrich  Plume,  Victoria,  King,  Rochester,  Vick  Branching,  and  the  single  varie- 
ties are  all  distinct  and  worth  growing. 

Candytuft   (see  Iberis). 

Carnation,  Marguerite   (see  Dianthus). 

Celosia  cristata,  Cockscomb,  is  a  tender  annual,  the  seed  of  which  must  be 
sown  indoors.  It  is  a  curious  flower,  like  a  cock's  comb,  but  dark  maroon  in 
colour.

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C.  plumosa  is  much  more  ornamental  and  comes  in  various  shades  of 
pink,  red  and  yellow.  The  flowers  resemble  plumes  and  the  plant  grows 
X\  to  2  feet  high. 

C.  childsii,  called  Chinese  woolflower,  has  the  inflorescence  in  rounded 
heads  instead  of  plumes. 

Centaurea  cyanus,  Cornflower  or  Bachelor's  button,  is  one  of  the  easiest 
hardy  annuals  to  grow.  Sow  where  it  has  to  flower  and  it  will  seed  itself  from 
year  to  year.    The  giant  varieties  are  the  best. 

C.  moschata,  Sweet  Sultan,  is  a  half  hardy  annual  that  will  bloom  from 
the  end  of  June  until  frost  when  the  seed  is  started  in  the  greenhouse.  The 
sweet  scented  flowers  resemble  thistles  but  have  no  prickles.  There  are 
white,  mauve  and  yellow  varieties.    Height  about  2  feet. 

Cheiranthus  allioni,  Siberian  wallflower,  is  really  a  biennial  but  will 
bloom  in  summer  from  seed  started  indoors  in  spring.  The  flowers  are  bright 
orange  and  very  effective  in  the  garden.     Height  about  18  inches. 

Chrysanthemum.  There  are  several  varieties  all  of  which  make  excellent 
cut  flowers.  The  petals  are  various  shades  of  primrose  and  yellow  with  bands 
of  brown  in  some  varieties.  The  centres'  vary  also,  some  matching  the  ray 
florets  and  others  dark  brown  in  contrast  to  them.  The  seeds  of  these  should  be 
started  indoors  in  April  and  the  plants  put  out  in  June.  They  bloom  from  the 
end  of  June  until  frost. 

Thj  double  varieties  are  frequently  disappointing,  as  so  many  of  the  blooms 
are  not  perfect.

Chrysanthemum  inodorum  plenissimum,  Bridal  robe,  is  a  dwarf er  plant 
with  finely  cut  up,  dark  green  foliage  and  rather  a  spreading  habit.  The  pure 
white  flowers  are  not  large  and  occasionally  are  single  or  semi-double  instead  of 
being  fully  double.     This  plant  frequently  lives  over  winter. 

Cineraria  maritima  is  grown  for  its  silvery  gray  foliage. 

Clarkia  elegans  and  C.  pulchella  are  very  popular  flowers  both  for  garden 
effect  and  for  cutting  but  apparently  the  summers  at  Ottawa  are  too  hot  and  . 
dry.     There  are  many  beautiful  shades  of  pink  in  both  varieties  and  both  double 
and  single  flowers. 

Cleome  spinosa,  Spider  plant,  is  a  tall-growing  annual  very  effective  at  the 
back  of  a  flower  border.  Sow  the  seeds  indoors  in  April  and  plant  out  in  June. 
It  begins  to  bloom  about  the  third  week  in  July  and  continues  until  frost. 
Height,  3  to  4  feet.     Colours  pure  white  and  rosy  mauve. 

Cobaea  scandens  is  really  a  tender  perennial  climber,  but  is  generally  used 
as  an  annual.  It  is  better  to  start  the  seeds  indoors  if  possible.  It  is  a  very 
rapid  grower  when  once  started  and  soon  covers  the  front  of  a  verandah  with  its 
beautiful  glossy  foliage  which  lasts  until  severe  frost.  The  flowers  are  purple 
and  white  and  are  bell-shaped,  but  are  not  conspicuous. 

Coreopsis,  a  very  useful  hardy  annual,  which  can  be  sown  where  it  is  to 
bloom,  or  if  early  bloom  is  desired,  sown  indoors  and  planted  out  early  in  June. 

C.  drummondi  has  comparatively  large  dark  green  foliage,  bright  yel- 
low petals  and  chestnut-brown  centres,  height  under  2  feet.

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C.  atrosanguinea  has  chestnut-brown,  star-shaped  flowers.  The  plant 
forms  a  loosely  branched  small  bush  covered  with  bloom.  The  leaves  are 
small  and  inconspicuous.     Height  about  3  feet. 

C.  marmorata  has  much  the  same  habit,  but  the  dark  petals  are  spotted 
with  yellow  and  have  a  mottled  appearance. 

C.  tinctoria  has  orange  ray  petals  with  brown  centre.  Height,  3  feet. 
There  are  dwarf  varieties  about  1  foot  high. 

Cosmos  is  one  of  the  finest  late-blooming  annuals  and  is  very  effective  as  a 
cut  flower.  It  comes  in  three  colours,  white,  pale  mauvish-pink  and  crimson,  and 
in  both  single  and  double  forms.  Care  must  be  taken  to  buy  seed  of  the  early- 
flowering  varieties,  as  the  others  require  a  very  long  season  and  do  not  bloom 
early  enough  for  most  parts  of  Canada.  Both  varieties  make  large  bushes  and 
the  finely  cut  dark  green  foliage  is  very  ornamental.  Seed  should  be  sown 
indoors  to  get  early  bloom.  The  plants  flower  until  killed  by  severe  frost. 
Height,  4  to  5  feet.  In  some  places,  this  plant  seeds  itself  and  comes  up  year 
after  year. 

Cosmos,  Sutton's  Miniature  Yellow,  is  quite  distinct.  The  habit  is  compact, 
height  about  18  inches  and  the  flowers  small  and  yellow  in  colour. 

Dahlia.  This  beautiful  flower  is  not  really  an  annual,  but  as  it  will  bloom 
from  seed  the  first  year,  it  is  included  in  this  list.  To  get  bloom  the  first  season, 
the  seed  should  be  sown  indoors  in  early  March  and  the  seedlings  transplanted 
into  pots  as  soon  as  they  are  large  enough  to  handle.  They  should  not  be 
planted  out  until  all  danger  of  frost  is  over.  There  will  be  great  variation 
amongst  the  seedlings  and  the  best  should  be  marked  and  the  tubers  dug  in  the 
fall  and  stored  in  a  frost-proof  cellar  until  the  following  spring.  Raising  seedlings 
is  an  inexpensive  way  of  getting  a  stock  of  these  handsome  plants. 

Datura  wrighti  meteloides  is  a  tender  annual  with  very  large  leaves  which 
partially  hide  the  large  white  tubular  flowers.  It  grows  between  3  and  4  feet 
high  and  gives  a  subtropical  effect  to  a  bed. 

Delphinium  ajacis,  Larkspurs,  are  very  attractive  garden  flowers  and  par- 
ticularly good  for  cutting.  There  are  various  shades,  white,  pink,  rose,  mauve 
and  blue,  and  two  distinct  types,  stock-flowered,  in  which  the  flowers  are 
arranged  in  a  compact  spike,  and  branching,  in  which  the  habit  is  much  looser. 
Seed  should  be  sown  indoors  in  April.  The  dwarf  varieties  are  about  1  to  1-J 
feet  high.    Stock-flowered,  2  to  3  feet.    Tall  branching,  2  feet. 

D.  grandiflorum  is  often  grown  as  an  annual,  though  really  a  perennial. 
Its  flowers  resemble  the  perennial  varieties,  but  the  plant  is  dwarfer  and  of 
branching  habit.  Height,  15  inches.  Azure  Beauty,  Blue  Butterfly  and 
Blue  Gem  belong  to  this  class. 

Dianthus.  There  are  several  species  of  this  plant,  most  of  which  are  peren- 
nials, but  a  few  can  be  grown  as  annuals,  as  they  will  bloom  in  a  few  months 
from  seed. 

D.  barbatus.  The  old  favourite  biennial  sweet  william  now  has  an 
annual  form  which  will  start  to  bloom  the  middle  of  July  from  seed  sown 
indoors  in  March.    It  blooms  until  killed  by  frost. 

D.  caryophyllus.  The  Marguerite  carnation  will  bloom  in  the  garden  in 
August  from  seed  sown  indoors  in  March.  The  flowers  are  very  like  border 
carnations  in  appearance  and  fragrance  and,  if  desired,  the  plants  could  be 
dug  up  and  potted  before  hard  frost,  when  they  should  continue  to  flower  all 
winter  in  the  house.

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D.  sinensis.  There  are  many  varieties  of  this  useful  annual  pink  and 
are  called  D.  heddewigi,  Indian  pink,  or  Chinese  pink.  All  are  excellent 
flowers  for  the  border  and  for. cutting.  Unfortunately  they  lack  fragrance; 
otherwise  they  fill  the  place  of  border  carnations  fairly  well.  When  started 
indoors  they  bloom  from  the  middle  of  July  until  the  snow  comes.  In  the 
singles,  there  are  various  shades  from  white  to  deep  red  with  a  great  variety 
of  markings  on  the  petals,  which  frequently  are  fringed  in  a  curious 
manner.  In  the  double  forms,  we  find  self  colours,  which  seem  to  come  true 
from  seed,  of  all  shades  of  pink  and  red,  the  double  white  are  much  like 
the  Mrs.  Sinkins  pink  in  appearance,  but,  unfortunately,  lack  the  sweet 
perfume  of  that  old  favourite.

Diascia  barberae,  a  dainty  coral-pink  flower,  in  bloom  from  the  middle  of 
July  until  frost.    Height,  1  foot. 

Didiscus  coeruleus,  Blue  lace  flower  is  a  beautiful  soft  shade  of  blue.  The 
flowers  are  in  umbels  and  excellent  for  cutting.  Sow  the  seeds  indoors  and  plant 
out  in  June.    In  bloom  from  the  middle  of  July  until  frost.    Height,  18  inches. 

Dimorphotheca  aurantiaca  is  a  brilliant-coloured  daisy  in  various  shades 
of  cream  and  orange.  It  does  well  in  bright  sunshine  and  is  a  very  effective 
garden  plant.  Height,  about  1  foot.  Blooms  from  the  beginning  of  July  until 
frost. 

Echinocystis  lobata,  Wild  cucumber,  is  a  very  useful  annual  vine  and  will 
climb  to  a  great  height,  making  an  excellent  covering  for  unsightly  fences.  The 
leaves  are  large  and  light  green  in  colour  and  the  flowers  are  cream.  The  seeds 
can  be  sown  in  fall  or  spring.  At  Ottawa  it  has  become  a  weed  in  some  parts  of 
the  garden,  as  the  seedlings  spring  up  in  large  numbers  from  self-sown  seed. 

Echium  plantagineum,  a  good  blue  hardy  annual,  continuously  in  bloom 
from  the  beginning  of  July  until  severe  frost.    Height  about  2  feet. 

Eschscholtzia,  California  poppy.  This  very  popular  and  easilygrown  annual 
should  be  sown  where  it  has  to  bloom.  There  are  a  large  number  of  varieties 
and  many  colours,  cream,  yellow,  orange  and  crimson  amongst  them.  The 
foliage  is  finely  cut  and  greyish-green  in  colour.    Height,  1  to  rj  feet. 

Euphorbia  marginata,  Snow-on- the-mountain,  is  a  very  "effective  foliage 
plant.  The  leaves  are  green  edged  with  white  and  the  bracts  which  surround 
the  small  flowers  are  also  white.    Height,  \\  feet. 

E.  heterophylla,  Annual  poinsettia,  has  not  been  grown  successfully 

at  Ottawa. 

Gaillardia,  Blanket  flower.  The  single  varieties  are  very  like  the  perennial 
species  but  the  new  double  forms  are  quite  distinct.  Self-coloured  cream  and 
reddish-brown  as  well  as  the  mixed  colours  can  be  had  in  them.  Sow  the  seeds 
indoors  in  April  and  plant  out  early  in  June  and  they  will  bloom  from  early 
July  until  severe  frost.    Height  about  2  feet. 
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Globe  Amaranth  (see  Gomphrena) . 

Godetia  is  not  very  well  known  in  Canada,  but  it  is  well  worth  growing  as 

it  makes  a  compact  plant  and  is  covered  with  flowers  from  early  July  until 

frost,  if  seed  is  started  indoors.    The  colours  range  from  white  to  deep  crimson, 

sometimes  showing  a  light  ground  with  crimson  markings.    Height,  1  to  2  feet.

Gomphrena  globosa,  Globe  amaranth,  is  an  effective  garden  plant  making 
upright  bushes  about  \\  feet  high  covered  with  small  globe-shaped  flowers.  This 
is  a  very  useful  everlasting  and  the  purple  colour  does  not  fade  as  in  xeranthe- 
mum.

Gypsophila  elegans.  The  annual  variety  of  baby's  breath  is  very  effective 
in  the  garden  and  also  as  a  cut  flower  in  a  mixed  bouquet.  The  small,  white 
flowers  cover  the  plant,  which  has  a  dainty  fairy-like  appearance.  There  is  a 
pink  variety  .and  a  large  flowered  type  in  which  the  feathery  effect  is  lost,  but 
the  flowers  are  attractive.    Height,  12  to  18  inches. 

Helianthus.  The  annual  sunflowers  are  a  very  useful  race  of  plants,  and 
come  in  various  sizes  and  heights.  The  seed  of  all  can  be  sown  where  it  is  to 
bloom.

Bronze  King,  dark  brown. 

Dwarf  Miniature,  height  3  feet.    Small  golden  flower  with  dark  brown 
centre,  a  very  attractive  plant  of  bushy  habit. 

The  tall  large-flowering  varieties  make  excellent  screens,  and  can  be  used 
also  to  provide  shade  for  smaller  plants.  Bird  lovers  should  grow  them,  for  the 
seeds  attract  many  birds. 
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Helichrysum  bracteatum.  .Strawflowers  are  the  best  known  of  all  ever- 
lasting flowers.  They  are  coarse-looking  plants  in  the  garden  and  grow  about 
3  feet  tail.  For  drying  for  winter  bouquets  cut  the  flowers  when  half  open,  tie 
up  in  small  bunches  and  hang  on  a  string  head  downwards  in  a  dry  place.  The 
stems  of  these  plants  are  thick  and  care  must  be  taken  that  they  are  thoroughly 
dry  before  being  put  away.  The  colours  are  very  beautiful  and  include  white, 
yellow,  pale  pink,  bright  red  and  deep  maroon.  The  large-flowered  types  are 
the  best. 

Helipterum  manglesi  and  H.  maculatum,  called  rhodanthe  in  catalogues, 
are  very  dainty  everlasting  flowers  which  also  are  quite  effective  in  the  garden. 
They  differ  from  acroclinium  in  the  way  the  flowers  hang  down  from  the  stem 
instead  of  facing  upright.

H.  roseum,  called  in  catalogues  Ac'roolinium  roseum  has  a  flower 
resembling  an  English  daisy  but  grows  about  a  foot  high.  The  flowers 
should  be  gathered  when  half  open  and  dried  for  use  in  winter  with  other 
everlasting  flowers.

Iberis.  Annual  candytuft,  is  a  very  useful  plant,  the  seed  of  which  should 
be  sown  early  where  it  has  to  bloom.  It  is  a  low-growing  plant  and  can  be  used 
for  edging  though  it  does  not  form  a  carpet  like  alyssum.  There  are  several 
types  which  vary  considerably  in  size  of  the  flowers  and  length  of  blooming 
season.  Care  must  be  taken  to  keep  the  seed  pods  from  forming,  especially  in 
the  coloured  varieties.     Height  about  1  foot.

Impatiens  balsamina,  Garden  balsam.  The  catalogues  list  two  types  of 
this  plant,  camellia-flowered  and  rose-flowered,  but  there  does  not  seem  to  be 
much  difference  between  them  as  grown  at  the  Central  Farm.  They  are  upright- 
growing  plants  with  thick  transparent-looking  stems  around  which  the  short- 
stemmed  flowers  grow  out  from  the  axils  of  the  leaves.  The  stem  is  topped 
with  a  tuft  of  leaves.  The  flowers  individually  are  beautiful  but  they  are  too 
much  hidden  by  the  leaves  to  be  really  effective.  The  seed  must  be  started 
indoors  and  the  plants  put  out  in  June.  They  are  very  sensitive  to  frost.  The 
colours  are  delicate  and  beautiful  except  the  spotted  varieties,  which  are  only 
peculiar.     Height  about  2  feet. 
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Candytuft.     (See  under  Iberis).

Balsam — Camellia-flowered.  (See  under  Impatiens). 
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Kochia  tricophylla,  Summer  cypress,  Firebush.  This  is  the  well-known 
foliage  plant  that  resembles  a  dwarf  light-green  tree  in  summer  but  colours 
brilliantly  in  fall.  The  seed  should  be  sown  indoors  to  get  early  plants,  but 
once  grown,  seedlings  come  up  each  spring.  Let  the  plants  have  about  2  feet  of 
space  so  that  they  can  grow  into  a  good  shape.    Height,  2  to  3  feet. 

Lathyrus  odoratus,  Sweet  pea.  This  is  probably  the  most  popular  of  all 
annuals,  for  its  charming  form,  beautiful  colours  and  delicate  fragrance  appeal 
to  everyone,  and  for  decoration  in  the  home  few  flowers  can  compare  with  it. 
Sweet  peas  will  grow  in  most  places  and  in  all  kinds  of  soil,  but  to  get  the  finest 
bloom,  special  conditions  are  necessary,  which,  unfortunately,  are  beyond  one's 
control.  Deep,  rich,  medium  heavy  loam,  well  drained;  cool  nights,  and  fairly 
moist  atmosphere  with  plenty  of  sunshine  are  the  ideal  conditions.  Sweet  peas, 
as  a  rule,  are  grown  in  rows  and  it  is  best  to  prepare  the  ground  in  the  fall.  Dig 
a  trench  about  2  feet  deep,  2  feet  wide,  and  as  long  as  is  required.  Thoroughly 
break  up  the  soil  at  the  bottom  and  add  a  layer  of  well-rotted  stable  manure, 
which  should  be  thoroughly  mixed  with  the  soil.  Leave  the  top  spit  broken  up 
so. that  it  will  be  exposed  to  the  action  of  the  frost.  If  the  soil  is  very  heavy, 
long  stable  manure  should  be  used,  as  it  will  tend  to  lighten  the  soil  and  improve 
the  drainage.  As  early  as  possible  in  the  spring,'  that  is,  when  the  frost  is  out 
of  the  ground  and  the  soil  has  dried,  bone  meal  and  superphosphate  of  lime  can 
be  scattered  over  the  place  where  the  seeds  are  to  be  sown,  well  mixed  in  and  the 
surface  smoothed.  If  the  soil  is  too  loose,  it  should  be  consolidated  by  forking 
and  treading.  Sow  the  seeds  singly  in  a  double  row,  the  seeds  to  be  about  4 
inches  apart  each  way  and  about  2  to  3  inches  deep.  Supports  of  some  kind 
should  be  placed  in  position  at  once  and  brush,  chicken  wire,  or  any  other 
suitable  material  can  be  used.  The  time  of  sowing  depends  on  the  locality  and 
the  type  of  soil.  Light  soils  dry  much  more  quickly  than  heavier  ones.  The 
reason  for  early  sowing  is  that  the  roots  will  be  well  started  and  deep  down  in 
the  cool  ground  before  the  hot  weather  comes.  Seed  can  be  sown  in  autumn, 
but  the  results  are  very  uncertain  and  it  cannot  be  recommended  as  a  general 
practice  though  it  is  an  interesting  experiment,  and,  if  successful,  the  flowers  may 
bloom  about  two  weeks  ahead  of  those  sown  in  spring. 

There  are  two  distinct  types  of  flowers,  grandiflora  and  Spencer.  The 
Spencer  is  the  most  popular  with  its  waved  petals  and  beautiful  colours,  which 
are  much  more  varied  than  in  the  older  type.  There  are  a  large  number  of 
varieties  of  sweet  peas  and  new  ones  are  put  on  the  market  every  year,  so  that 
a  list  soon  becomes  out  of  date.

This  is  a  useful  annual  which  can  be  sown  outdoors 
or  started  inside.  It  is  a  large  bushy  plant  with  good  foliage  and  a  profusion 
of  flowers.  There  are  white  and  pink  forms.  The  variety  Lavatera  Loveliness 
is  a  beautiful  shade  of  pink.     Height  from  1  to  2  feet. 
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Leptosiphon  is  one  of  the  daintiest  dwarf  annuals  for  a  sunny  position  and 
has  small  starry  flowers  in  various  shades  of  mauve,  pink  and  yellow.  They 
make  small  compact  clumps  of  colour.    Height,  6  inches. 

Leptosyne  maritima,  L.  stillmani.  Early-flowering  annuals  of  good  habit, 
flowers  yellow,  resembling  coreopsis.     Height  1  to  2  feet. 

Linaria.  The  annual  species  of  this  plant  are  good  both  for  garden  effect 
and  for  cutting.  They  resemble  small  antirrhinums  and  come  in  various  colours, 
white,  yellow,  pink  and  crimson  and  gold.     Height,  1  to  1^  feet. 

Lobelia.    There  are  three  types  of  lobelia  used  as  annuals,  compact,  spread- 
ing and  L.  tenuior  and  all  come  in  various,  shades  of  blue,  mauve  and  white. 
Compact  is  useful  for  edging  beds,  height  6  inches.

Annual  varieties  have  been  greatly  improved  in  recent  years 
and  can  now  be  had  in  several  beautiful  shades  of  blue,  blue  and  white,  pink, 
cream  and  pink  and  yellow.  They  are  excellent  border  plants,  their  spikes  of 
pea-shaped  flowers  showing  up  well  above  the  beautiful  foliage.  All  seed-pods 
should  be  kept  cut  off  or  the  plants  will  soon  stop  flowering.  Height,  14 
to  2  feet.

The  Ten- Week  varieties  are  the  best  for 
Canadian  conditions  and  they  make  a  very  useful  and  beautiful  plant.  One 
difficulty  and  frequent  cause  of  disappointment  in  growing  them  is  the  number 
of  single-flowering  plants  which  always  appears  even  in  the  best  strains  of 
doubles.

The  flower  and  plant  are  not  effective  in  the  day- 
time.   Sow  the  seed  where  it  has  to  bloom. 

Mignonette  (see  Reseda). 

Mirabilis,  Marvell  of  Peru  or  four  o'clock,  is  really  a  tender  perennial,  but 
it  is  generally  grown  as  an  annual.  Seeds  should  be  sown  indoors  in  April 
and  the  seedlings  transplanted  into  the  garden  in  June.  They  bloom  from  the 
middle  of  July  until  frost.  They  make  large  bushes  and  are  very  ornamental 
in  late  summer.  The  colours  are  white,  red,  yellow  and  mottled  red  and  white. 
Height  about  2  feet.     The  tubers  can  be  treated  like  dahlias  if  desired.

A  red  variety  called  Sutton's  Scarlet  is  very 
effective  in  the  border.  When  sown  indoors  and  planted  out  in  June,  nicotiana 
will  bloom  from  the  middle  of  July  until  severe  frost. 

Oenothera  drummondi  nana  is  a  half  hardy  annual  of  spreading  habit. 
The  flowers  are  large  and  lemon  yellow  in  colour.  Blooms  from  middle  of  July 
to  hard  frost  from  seed  sown  indoors  in  April.     Height,  \\  feet. 

Omphalodes  Jinifolia,  Venus'  navelwort.  The  flowers  of  this  little-known 
plant  resemble  a  white  forget-me-not  and  are  very  effective  against  the  greyish 
green  leaves.     Height  about  1  foot. 

Pansy  C see  Viola). 
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Papaver.  Annual  poppies  belong  to  several  species  of  papaver,  all  of  which 
should  be  sown  where  they  are  to  bloom,  as  they  do  not  transplant  well. 

P.  rheas,  Shirley,  is  the  most  popular  variety  and  few  flowers  are  more 
beautiful;  they  are  medium  size  and  the  colours  are  very  delicate.  Some 
are  white  tipped  with  pink,  others  soft  shades  of  salmon  rose  and  others 
again  are  bright  red.  The  blue  shades  are  more  curious  than  beautiful. 
There  are  now  double  forms  in  several  shades.  The  open  flowers  are  use- 
less for  cutting  but  if  the  buds  are  gathered  in  the  morning  just  as  the  calyx 
is  dividing  and  put  into  waiter  immediately  they  will  open  out  and  last  for 
a  few  days  in  the  house.  Height,  2J  feet.  French  Ranunculus  seem  to  be 
the  same  as  Double  Shirleys. 

P.  somniferum  are  also  annuals  but  easily  distinguished  from  others 
by  their  greyish-green  foliage  and  stems.  They  are  more  upright  growers 
and  the  flowers  are  large  and  many  of  them  very  double  with  finely  cut 
petals.  They  have  a  peculiar  odour  which  is  unpleasant  in  the  house.  The 
colours  are  not  so  pleasing  as  in  the  Shirley,  but  have  a  place  in  the  garden. 
Height,  2±  feet.

There  are  both  single  and  double  flowers  and  many  are 
frilled  and  ruffled.  The  upright  flowering  varieties  are  good  bedding  plants. 
Rosy  Morn  is  one  of  the  most  popular.    Height  about  \\  feet.

Phlox  drummondi.  No  one  should  be  without  this  useful  annual  in  his 
garden.  The  colours  are  rich  and  varied,  but  always  beautiful  and  the  plants 
are  one  mass  of  bloom  until  severe  frost.  The  flowers  are  fragrant  also  and 
make  good  cut  flowers,  especially  when  arranged  in  a  mixed  bouquet.  There  is 
a  great  variety  of  colours:  white,  cream,  salmon,  bright  red,  rich  crimson,  violet, 
red  with  white  eye,  violet  with  white  eye,  and  others.  The  habit  of  the  plant  is 
spreading,  though  there  is  a  dwarf  compact  type  which  is  useful  in  some  posi- 
tions. Sow  the  seeds  indoors  in  April  and  plant  out  in  June  and  there  will  be 
flowers  from  the  end  of  June  until  severe  frost.  Height,  1^  to  2  feet.  If  the 
seed  is  sown  outdoors,  the  plants  will  be  about  three  weeks  later  in  coming  into 
bloom.

Sow  seed  indoors  and  plant  out  in  June  and  they  will 
bloom  from  the  end  of  June  until  frost.    Height,  3  feet.

Salpiglossis.    This  is  a  highly  ornamental  plant  with  large,  conspicuously 
veined  funnel-shaped  flowers.    They  are  very  gorgeously  coloured  and  are  useful 
both  in  the  garden  and  the  house.     Sown  indoors  in  April  they  should  bloom 
from  the  end  of  July  until  frost.    Height,  2  to  3  feet.

Sow  the 
seed  indoors  in  April  and  the  plants  should  bloom  from  the  end  of  July  until 
severe  frost.    Height,  18  inches.

There  are  two  other  annual  sages  well  worth  growing  in  the  garden.     Blue- 
beard, with  dark  purple  bracts;  Pink  Gem,  with  pale  pink  bracts. 

Scabiosa.  Sweet  scabious  or  pin-cushion  plant  is  one  of  the  best  annuals. 
Easily  grown  from  seed  sown  indoors  or  outdoors,  the  plants  bloom  until  severe 
frost.  They  are  a  good  shape,  nicely  branched  and  covered  with  bloom. 
Height  about  2\  feet.  They  are  excellent  for  house  decoration  and  the  beautiful 
shades  of  the  flowers  blend  very  well  with  others.  There  are  single  and  dwarf 
varieties,  but  the  large-flowering  double  are  most  useful.

The  annual  varieties  of  statice  are  very  useful  ever- 
lasting flowers  and  add  greatly  to  the  appearance  of  a  winter  bouquet.  They 
need  the  same  treatment  as  other  half-hardy  annuals  and  bloom  from  the  middle 
of  July  until  frost.     Height  about  2  feet. 

S.  sinuata  has  the  flowers  arranged  in  one-sided  panicles  and  they  are 
very  ornamental  in  the  garden  as  well  as  dried.  They  keep  their  colour 
for  a  long  time.

Marigolds  are  useful  garden  plants,  giving  large  quantities  of 
bloom  from  the  middle  of  July  until  frost.  They  make  shapely  bushes  and  their 
fern-like  leaves  are  very  attractive  and  show  up  the  rich  colours  of  the  flowers 
well.  The  soil  should  not  be  too  rich.  African  Marigolds  have  very  large  double 
or  single  blooms  in  shades  of  lemon  or  orange.     Height  about  3J  feet.

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French  marigolds  are  not  such  large  plants,  and  the  flowers  are  much  smaller. 
The  colours  are  shades  of  yellow  with  mahogany-brown  markings  on  some 
varieties.

The  plant  that  is  generally  spoken  of  as  tagetes  in  catalogues  is  T.  pumila 
and  is  a  very  effective  dwarf  edging  plant  which  makes  a  compact  row  covered 
with  small  bright  yellow  flowers.  Sutton's  Golden  Gem  is  a  good  named  variety, 
height  9  inches. 

Tropaeoleum  canariense.  Canary  creeper  is  a  pretty  climbing  plant  with 
bright  yellow  flowers  and  light  green  leaves.  It  is  best  to  start  the  seeds 
indoors  if  possible  in  order  to  get  bloom  earlier. 

T.  major  and  minus.  Tall  and  dwrarf  nasturtiums  are  well  known  to 
everyone.  The  seed  should  be  sown  where  it  is  to  bloom.  The  soil  should 
not  be  too  rich,  as,  if  it  is,  the  leaves  grow  so  luxuriantly  that  they  hide  the 
flowers.  The  tall  varieties  can  be  trained  over  fences  or  allowed  to  ramble 
at  will  anywhere  in  the  garden.  The  dwarf  varieties  are  good  border  plants. 
All  kinds  are  useful  cut  flowers,  especially  for  bowls.  The  colours  are  dis- 
tinct shades  of  yellow,  orange  and  red. 

Venus  Navelwort  (see  Oinphalodes) . 

Verbena  hybrida  is  one  of  the  most  useful  annuals.  They  are  of  spreading 
habit  and  will  make  large  clumps  covered  with  flowers  which  are  very  effective 
in  the  garden.  The  flowers  are  in  flat  heads  and  the  colours  are  varied  and 
beautiful,  from  pure  white  to  deep  red  and  dark  purple;  some  are  self-coloured 
and  others  have  a  white  eye.  They  have  a  delicate  perfume,  which  is  very 
pleasing  when  the  blooms  are  used  for  house  decoration.  Occasionally  the 
varieties  do  not  come  true  from  seed  but  any  special  plant  can  easily  be  pro- 
pagated from  cuttings.  From  seed  sown  indoors  in  March,  transplanted  once 
and  planted  out  in  the  middle  of  June,  the  plants  should  bloom  from  early  July 
until  severe  frost.

Viola  tricolor.  The  well-known  pansy  is  really  a  biennial  but  it  is 
frequently  grown  as  an  annual,  as  the  seeds  started  indoors  early  will  bloom  in 
late  summer.  To  get  early  spring  blooms,  the  seed  must  be  sown  in  boxes  or  a 
shady  seed-bed  in  the  middle  of  July,  transplanted  into  cold  frames  in  August 
and  left  there  until  spring.  In  the  cold  sections  when  the  weather  turns  frosty, 
till  up  the  frame  with  dry  leaves  and  cover  with  boards  for  winter  protection. 
In  mild  districts  the  seedlings  can  be  put  out  in  the  beds,  where  they  are  to 
bloom,  in  fall.  They  willl  bloom  all  season  if  the  dead  flowers  are  kept  cut  off  and 
no  seed  pods  allowed  to  form.  There  are  a  great  number  of  varieties  and  the 
seeds  of  good  ones  are  expensive.  A  good  mixture  is  the  best  for  an  ordinary 
garden. 
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Tufted  pansies,  frequently  called  violas,,  are  treated  the  same  way  as 
pansies.  They  are  self-coloured  and  there  are  many  different  shades.  They  are 
more  compact  in  growth  and  very  useful  for  edging  beds.  They  can  be  pro- 
pagated by  cuttings. 

Virginian  stock.      (See  Malcomia.) 

Xeranthemum  annuum,  an  everlasting  flower,  that  is  quite  ornamental  as 
a  garden  plant  with  its  pretty  double  flower  held  well  above  the  foliage. 
Unfortunately  the  colour  fades  with  drying. 

Zinnia  is  well  known  in  its  old  form  with  small  flowers  and  harsh  colours, 
but  within  recent  years  this  plant  has  been  greatly  improved  so  that  now  we 
have  large  bushes  covered  with  very  large  beautiful  flowers  in  various  colours, 
as  well  as  good  dwarf  kinds  for  edgings.  From  seeds  sown  indoors  in  March, 
transplanted  into  a  cold  frame  in  April,  and  planted  into  the  garden  early  in 
June,  we  have  flowers  from  the  beginning  of  July  until  frost.  Types  with 
quilled,  curled  and  twisted  petals  can  now  be  bought  and  some  of  these  are  good, 
but  apparently  the  different  types  are  not  yet  fixed  so  that  the  seedlings  vary 
greatly.     This  is  also  true  of  the  colours  of  zinnias. 

Large-flowered  varieties,  height  2  to  2J  feet — 
Dahlia-flowered,  in  various  colours. 
Queen  of  Roses,  shades  of  pink. 
Picotee.     Mixed  colours. 
Quilled.    Mixed  colours.

Ornamental  grasses  are  effective  in  the  garden  but  are  particularly  useful 
dried  to  use  with  winter  bouquets  of  everlasting  flowers.  The  seed  should  be 
treated  like  any  other  half-hardy  annual.
